change in the Ministry ofthe Interior bas led to a strieter 
coercion of the press. The simultaneous appearance of 
articles abusive of England in all provincial journals 
can only be accounted for by supposing that these 
articles, like many others, were lithographed in a 
Ministerial bureau, and transmitted by some au- 
thority for publication. The change in this depart- 
ment of French policy synchronises with the 
change of the Ministry of the Interior and with the 
adhesion of Lord Palmerston to the principle of 
a Congress. The enforced silence of the French 
press will not prove the non-existence of Anti- 
English feeling ; that has already been fanned almost 
into a flame. It merely indicates that enough has 
been done, that the English Cabinet has been suffi- 
ciently alarmed, and that as the price of England's 
appearance at the Congress of Paris, Louis Napoleon 
has ſettered the French press, as Lord Palmerston 
would fetter the English. To all who uphold the 
freedom of our press, and who defend it as the Palla- 
dium of Liberty, and the terror ofevil doers, whether 
they be nations or individuals, the compact is humi- 
liating in the extreme. Nor is it even a temporary 
security. The French press, silenced upon all points 
of domestic policy, indulged in lucubrations 
upon England. That was the safety valve by 
which popular discontest found vent. The turning 
of the stop cock renders expansion the more dan- 
gerous. We knew, at least, by the escape of the 
vapour where the danger lay, and, consequently, 
prepared for it. Still, the ferment may be increased 
though the signs of peril are suppressed. The non- 
ministerial press of France may succeed to the office 
of official journals, and cater to popular feeling, un- 
less “their exaggeration tends too manifestly to 
“counteract the wishes of the Government.” The 
Emperor has adroitly rid himself of a serious incon- 
venience ; for the known connexion of the Press with 
the Ministry and its complete submission to authority 
inferred the complicity of Government. Should the 
“Opposition” journals take up the ery against Eng- 
land when the Ministerial prints are silenced, who 
is to blame? Are we again to request the Emperor 
to interpose between us and our traducer? and, are 
we to insist upon the freedom of our own press while 
we beg for the further degradation of the press of 
France? We owe to the hostile attitude of the French 
press a heavy debt of gratitude, for it awakened 
us from our lethargy, and pointed out our danger. 
If peace is to bemaintained, as we trust it will, it can 
be maintained by the vastness of our preparations, 
not by silencing an adversary. When our harbours 
are crowded with men-of-war, when our coasts are 
efficiently deferided, when we have two hundred 
thousand skilful riflemen, and when, without gascon- 
ade, we show that determined front which alone is 
worthy of England, then the diatribes of the French 
press will subside of themselves, and cease to preach 
war when war means annihilation of an invader. 
To fancy that two great nations can only be kept 
from destroying one another by silencing the press 
of the one, and giving unlimited freedom to that of 
the other, is, in truth, wondrous pitiful. - 
We imported from France last year goods to the 
value of fourteen millions of pounds, and we sent 
to her manufactures worth twelve millions. This is 
the most effectual proof of mutual interest. This is 
the amount merely of our home trade, irrespectively 
of the commerce of our colonies. Anything more 
horrible or more suicidal than a war betweeen France 
and England cannot be imagined. The wreck of 
dynasties and the destruction of ancient glory is as 
nothing when you think of the inevitable results 
of such awar. That contest must be one of exter- 
mination for the one people or the other, and we 
believe, firmly, we would be the survivors, shattered

Passing 
from the affairs of Italy, another ground which is taken 
against us is our opposition to the epee ge of the 
Suez Canal. In our opinion it is a speculation, 
very likely not to be made at all, and, if made, assuredly 
only at a ruinous cost. We also think that the Sultan 
has a right to be consulted before M. de Lesseps, or any 
one else, takes possession of one of the provinces of 
his empire. If the canal can be made, ten English 
ships wil use it for one French one, but we are not 
guilty, we trust, of any discourtesy because we decline 
to invest our money in what appears to us to be a bad 
speculation—an opinion in which we are confirmed by 
the highest engineering authority, including the opinion 
of the late Mr, Robert Stephenson. As regards the 
quarrel between Spain and Morocco, we nave certainly 
not come precisely to the same conclusion as France, 
probably because we see the question from different 
points of view—France from Algeria, England from 
Gibraltar, and also possibly because we were not aware 
last year till the publication of the Map of Europe in 
1860 that Morocco was destined to form part of the 
dominions of Spain. But there has been no kind of 
difference between the two Governments, and the cor- 
respondence on the subject has been in every respect 
most friendly.

Hitherto, as the very terms of the General 
Order admiti the estimate of military crime and the 
allotment of punishment by courts-martial have been 
very unequal ; and, in fact, it is to remedy this serious 
evil that the new order has been issued.

Setting aside time of war as exceptional, all 
men on entering the army are to be taken as belonging 
to the first class, and excepting in case of aggravated 
mutinous conduct, are not to be liable to corporal 
punishment.

Any soldier im the first class 
committing an offence of the first class, such as 
drunkenness, riotous conduct in the streets, striking a 
comrade, or escaping from confinement, is not to be 
subject to corporal punishment. But a soldier in the 
first class who commits any offenee under the second 
head, such as desertion, mutinous conduct, aggravated 
insubordination and violence, drankenness on duty,

According to the Horse Guards, 
by General Peel and Colonel North, the discipline 
of the army cannot be mantaimed without flogging 
If deserters are not , the whole army will 
become “deserters. These short-minded pedants know 
that thirty or forty years ago flogging was con- 
sidered an essential princi of discipline.

FINDING OF THE BODY OF.THE CHEIF STEW- 
ARD OF THE ROYAL CHARTER. 

DrocHeba, Frrpar, Nov. 18.— An inquest was held 
to-day at the Assembly-room of our Court-Hlouse, 
before J. P Neary, Esq., coroner, and a respectable jury. 
The utmost interest was attached to the proceedings. 

In one of the pockets 
was found a pencil-case. There were no documents 
discovered. 

The first witness called was James Hartle, a seaman 
on board the Richard of Preston, who was coming to 
Drogheda with coals, on Monday last, when deceased 
was picked up. He proved the circumstance of Captain 
Iddon having ordered that he should be taken up. Ile 
was taken up with a rope. This was fifteen miles 
north-east of Holyhead. His pockets were not dis- 
turbed.

To the Coroner—Believes from hearing the reports of 
the number of passengers said to have been in the 
Roval Charter, that the number was underrated in the 
late statement; there were, to the best of his opinion, 
about 610 souls on board the Royal Charter on leaving 
Melbeurne ; did not know of the Captain to have neg- 
lected his duty ; he was blameless ; he remained on deck 
till the vessel went to pieces; no blame should be 
attached to any one on bourd, for no human power could 
save the vessel. 

To a Juror—Witness sailed out to Melbourne in the 
Royal Charter and returned with her. 

The Coroner having addressed the jury, stated he be- 
lieved their duties would be short. It was satisfactory 
to know that nothing bad been taken from the person 
of the deceased, nor had it been subjected to any abuse. 
He believed they could arrive at no other verdict than 
that deceased came to his death by the wreck of thie 
Royal Charter, on the night that ili-fated vessel was 
lost. 

The jury found their verdict accordingly. 

Sub-Inspector Gardiner and Sergeant O'Halloran, of 
the Drogheda constabulary, were present, and assisted 
in every way in carrying out the proceedings with strict 
regularity.

ACCIDENT TO A DUBLIN STEAMER. 

On Thursday the Dublin and London steamship, Foyle, 
Captain Higgenson, arrived in the river Thames, and 
reported having been in collision on the previous night, 
in the Downs, with the brig Campbell, Captain Young, 
of Maryport, which went down, and unfortunately cwe 
of the crew of the steamer, in lowering a boat, perished. 
Between eight and and nine o'clock the Foyle was com- 
ing through the Downs, with the wind north-east, and 
on nearing Walmer met a fleet of vessels running oat of 
the Downs. Two were especially observed by Captain 
Higyenson on his bow, one exhibiting the red light and 
the other the green. Suddenly the sail showing the 
red light starboarded her helm, and thus both vessels 
were brought in close proximity with each other. A 
collision appearing inevitable, the order was given to 
stop the steamer’s engines, but before her progress 
could be checked, she came in contact with the brig, 
which immediately filled and foundered. The boats of 
the Foyle were instantly lowered, and they succeeded 
in picking up the crew, seven in number, some of whom 
were struggling in the water. Upon returning jto the 
Foyle considerable consternation prevailed. It was 
discovered that the fore compartment of the vessel had 
been stove in, and had filled, aud much apprehension 
was felt that she also would go down. Fortunately 
the bulkheads remained tight, and this preserved the 
ship from sinking with all on board. The Campbell has 
recently arrived in the Thames from the West Indies, 
and having discharged her cargo, was on her way to 
Whitehaven in ballast when she met with the disaster

Cincinnatus only did so when his 
(ek was done; that of the Italian Washington is only 
just begun, as intriguers may quickly find out if they 
fancy the Frankenstein they have to deal with can be 
soothed by soft sawder. 

The new Senateur, M. de Saulcy, is one of the writers 
in L’ Opinion Nationale, and allied with Gueroult in that 
yournal!. which speaks the politics of the old ex-King 
and Prince Jerome Napoleon. A leading article pro- 
elaims that when the French army left Paris for Maly 
amid public enthusiasm, no such plaudits would have 
been given were it then known that our warriors went 
to secure toa wretched “ transfuge,“ and traitor to his 
vwountry, the ex-Archduke of Tuscany, a further lease 
of the land where he was abhorred, in deference to the 
natural foe of France smitten down by our advantage 
et the war, where England spent not a drop of blood, 
should now revert to the British nation, which protests 
against the new Imperial! policy, and by so doing assumes 
the championship of Italy, and secures the gratitude of 
0 millions of men. It is not only loss, but dishonour. 

As to Lombardy, there is a valuable article in La 
Revue des Deux Mondes just out, showing how that 
province, in spite of every effort of both Spanish and 
Austrian occupancy to paralyse nature, has forced 
itself into a prosperity which free institutions are sure 
to develope into enormous proportions. The Milanese 
territory was under Spain at one time verging towards 
all Spanish destinies, such as that of Mexico, as well 
as Arragon, Castile, and Audalusia. The land is not 
yet quite desesp~gliolizzata, to use the word of an Italian 
political ee;nomíst, and a heap of fiscal restrictions and 
other vabbish has to be cleared away.

THE SULTANA AND HER CREDITORS. 

A Constantinople correspondent of the Presse gives 
the following account of an affair which had for some 
days been the subject of conversation in that city :— 

About three years since the Sultan dismis from 
the seraglio one of his wives named Besime-Sultana. 
She was a Circassian and of great beauty, and being 
far superior to her companions in mental endowments, 
she had acquired great influence in the palace, which 
vccasioned no little jealousy, and raised her numerous 
enemies. A trifling circumstance favoured their designs. 
One of the Sultan’s sons having lost his mother, the 
Sultana Besime was chosen to replace her. As the 
young prince happened one day to be unruly, she gave 
him a slight tap on the cheek.

Injunction motion. 

Turner v. Robinson. 

The petition in this case was filed on the 17th May, 
1859, and prayed that the respondent, who was the pro- 
prietor of the well-known Polytechnic Institution, 
Grafton-street, and his servants and agents, might be 
restrained by injunction from exhibiting, publishing, 
selling, exposing for sale, or, in any way, disposing of a 
certain photographic picture, entitled “ The Death of 
Chatterton.’ The case had been before the court on a 
former occasion, when am interim was granted, the in- 
junction to issue and continue until the final hearing of 
the cause, and the petition to be amended, meanwhile, 
by making Mr. Henry Wallace, the painter of the pic- 
ture, a party to the suit. 

Mr. J. E. Walsh, Q.C. (with whom were Messrs. 
Lawson, Q.C., and Mr. Shaw), on behalf of the peti- 
tioner, in proceeding to argue the case anew, informed 
his honour that but little light had been thrown upon 
the matter since the time of its previous hearing. 

The Master of the Rolls said that what he wished on 
the former occasion was that certain deficiencies which 
existed in the petition might be rectified, as the account 
of the title in the first place was most unsatisfactory. 

Mr. Walsh, Q. C., said the court had given them per- 
mission to amend the petition, and they had done so; they 
had made both Mr. Wallace and Mr. Egg respondents. 

The Master of the Rolls wished that the facts might 
be shortly recapitulated. 

Mr. Walsh, . C. then proceeded to state the circum- 
stances under which the petition had been filed. He 
said, that the picture in question was painted in the year 
1856; the statement in the original petition had been 
that Mr. Leopold Egg purchased it from the artist, Mr. 
Wallace, with the copyright ; it now, however, appeared 
that no assignment was ever made from Mr. Wallace to 
Mr. Egg, but the picture was delivered to him for 
money, paid with an exclusive right to engrave and 
publish, which right he subsequently gave to petitioner. 

The Master of the Rolls inquired whether the sale 
was an absolute one, and without reservation? 

Mr Walsh, Q C., replied that it was. Upon the 18th 
March, 1859, an agreement was entered into between 
Mr. Egg and Mr. Turner, the petitioner, the substance 
of which was that the latter was to engrave a copy 
of the picture, and dedicate such engraving to Mr. Egg. 

Master of the Rolls— Was that agreement in writing ? 

Mr. Walsh, Q.C.—It was, my lord, but Mr. Egg never 
signedit. Another of the terms of the agreement was, that 
a certain time should be allowed Mr. Turner for the exhibi- 
tion of the painting, for the purpose of procuring sub- 
scribers to the contemplated engr. ving. In order to meet 
the difficulties the different parties material to the cause 
had now been brought before the court. The written 
agreement between Mr. Turner and Mr. Egg set forth 
that the picture had first been exhibited at the Royal 
Academy exhibition in 1856, where it — 1 sd by 
Mr. Egg. ard subsequently handed over to Mr. Turner for 
the purposes mentioned for £150, to be paid in instalments 
of £50 each. 
Thomas Oldham Barlow as the engraver, and contained

Mr. Michael Morris, on behalf of the relators, in this 
case, moved for liberty to file additional affidavits. A 
conditional order for a mandamus had been obtained to 
compel the guardians to supply some requisites for the 
celebration of the Roman Catholic service in the work- 
house. The defendants had filed an affidavit, as cause 
against making absolute the order for a mandamus. This 
affidavit introduced new matter, and the relators now 
sought the leave of the court to file answering aflidavits 
to the new matter introduced. 

Mr. Justice Hayes made the order applied for, the ad

Kennedy v. Vernon. 

Mr. Sidney, on behalf of the plaintiff, applied for 
liberty to file a replication to the defence = by 
the defendants. The action was brought by Mr. J. B. 
Kennedy, to recover from the defendant, as endorsee, the 
amount ofa draft drawn by Michael Clarke, an absconded 
bankrupt. The defence was that the defendant did 
not accept the draft. The plaintiff had made an 
affidavit, grounding the present motion, in which 
he stated that before he discounted the draft for 
Clarke, he had sent his son to the defendant to in- 
quire if it was a genuine acceptance. The defendant, it 
was averred, had then stated it was all right, and the 
draft was cashed accordingly. Counsel new sought to 
plead this matter by way of replication to the defence. 

Mr. Stephens appeared for the defendant, and opposed 
the motion on the ground that the matter sought to be 
pleaded was good evidence, and might be given at the 
trial. 

Their Lordships said they would take time to consider 
the application. ; 

Kelly v. Connolly. 

Mr. Ball, Q., applied in this case on behalf of the de- 
fendant to change the venue from Dublin to Par- 
sonstown. The action was brought by Mr. Kelly 
against the defendant for damage alleged to be done to 
his house in consequence of the defendant having made 
certain excavations under it. Counsel stated the 
plaintiff had but a reversionary interest in the house, 
and submitted that the excavation was ne in- 
jury. He applied to have the case tried in the 
King's County, where the transaction took place, 
and where all the witnesses resided, and particularly 
for the purpose of enabling the jury to visit the pre- 
mises, and ascertain what the alleged injury com- 
plained of was. Mr. Hill, the county surveyor, who 
was a material witness in the case, residedin Tul y 
and if the case were to be tried in Dublin the proba- 
bility was, as counsel stated, that he would be unable 
to attend,as there was a document showing that that 
gentleman would be required at sessions about 
the very time the case would be coming on 
in Dublin. The plaintiff proposed to go to Maryborough, 
“but he (Mr. Ball) believed that was for the purpose of 
avoiding having the alleged injury caused by the exca- 
vation examined. He hoped their lordships would lay 
the venue in the King’s County, but if it was changed 
he would prefer Dublin to Maryborough. 

Mr. Battersby, Q.C., opposed the motion, and said the 
defendant in building a house next door to the plaintiff's 
house, undermine the foundation of the two adjoinihg 
houses, and that any examination by the jury of the injury 
caused would be useless as the excavation was completely 
filled up, and no n looking at it could see the in- 
jury done. The plaintiff proposed Maryborough, because 
of its being the most convenient place to have the case 
tried. 

The Court made an order that the case should tried in 
the place where the cause of action arose. 

O'Driscoll v. Croker. 
Mr. Sidney applied, on behalf of the plaintiff in this 
case, that the defence filed by the defendant might be 
set aside on the ground of being embarrassing, and not 
properly tendering issues to the plaintiff to accept. The 
plaint contained three causes of action. The first stated 
that the plaintiff, on the 17th July, 1858, by a 
bill of exchange over due, directed to the defen- 
dant, required him to pay £31, and that the 
defendant accepted said bill, but did not pay it 
as alleged. e defence as stated was that at 
the time of accepting the bill the defendant was an in- 
fant, and did not not deny that the goods for whieh the 
money was to be paid were sold and delivered. Coun- 
sel submitted that infancy should be y pleaded 
if relied upon in bar to the action, that the point 
made upon the other side was that because the defen- 
dant appeared by guardian that that amounted to a 
traverse of the action. 
Mr. Hubbard opposed the motion, and contended the 
defence was not embarrassing, but that the objection 
was captions.

Chief Baron—The defendant here seeks to examine

COURT GUIDE—GENERAL ORDERS. 
November 15, 1859. 

1. That in any action brought upon a negociable 
instrument, when the plaintiffs attorney proceeds to 
mark a judgment, by default, he shall . and hand 
into the officer a certificate stating whether or not 
more than one action has been brought upon the same 
instrument, and such certificate shall be filed by the 
proper officer, together with the summary of the pléad- 
ings in such action. 

2. That in any action where the plaintiff's attorney 
shall proceed to mark judgment under the provisions of 
the 96th Section of the Common Law Procedure Amend- 
ment Act (Ireland) 1853, when more than one action 
has been brought on the same negociable instrument, 
the sum for costs, which may be recovered under such 
judgment, in such action, shall, unless the court or a 
judge shall otherwise order, be one half of the sums 
respectively fixed by the Taxing Master, and 
of by the general order of the ist February, 1854, 
having regard to the sum for which such action has 
been brought; subject, however, to the right of tax- 
ation in said 96th section reserved. 

3. That in every case where more than one action is 
brought upon the same negociable instrument, the taxing 
Officer shall, on the taxation of the costs of any such 
actions, whether the judgment thereon be obtained 
default or otherwise, allow to the plaintiff only one- 
of the ordinary costs of such actions, having regard to 
to the sum for which the action or actions have been 
brought, unless the plaintiff shall show to the satisfaction 
of the said taxing a fair and reasonable ground for 
bringing more than one action in said case.

Even if he had a knowledge of it, he could not 
control its appropriation, for Mr. Creagh could have told 
him it was a matter with which he hac nothing to do, 
and which did not concern him. If he was held liable 
under those circumstances, it would be stretching the law 
of liability farther than it ever had been carried before. 
The question raised there was of great consequence to 
the protession generally. Those in the country, for the 
most part, entrusted their Dublin business to local agents. 
It would be a most serious thing to make gentlemen re- 
sponsible for the acts of agents extraneous to their duties 
either as partners or agents, and over which the absent 
and innocent parties could have no control. It would 
be contrary to law and justice to charge Mr. Stokes in 
that case. 

Mr. Rogers, T.C. (with whom was Mr. J. Leahy, 
Q.C.), on the part of Mr. Raymond, said an adverse 
decision would be harder on him than on any one else. 
He had paid the amount before, and that ought to be 
enough. „ When his estate came into court, it was the 
duty of the court to see that he was cleared of all lia- 
bilities in respect of it He had nothing to do with dis- 
eharging the quit rent but to pay the money 
with which it had been purchased. Counsel con- 
tended that the duty which Mr. Creagh had 
undertaken was in his capacity as one of the solicitors 
having carriage of the proceedings, and that it was 
of their legitimate business. The bill of costs paid to 
the firm ot Stokes and Creagh, for the proceedings in the 
rule amoun ed 1,000/; and among the items were 
charges that had been done by Creagh, in to 
fitting this money for the purchasing of the rent charge. 
That showed that the duty was connected with the 
business of the firm. They should presume Mr. Stokes 


becoming aware that Creagh had got the meney, and 
could have seen to its proper appropriation. Though 
he, in common with the court and the parties, placed 
confidence in Creagh, against whom there was then no 
cause of suspicion ; and though heentrusted him eutlrely 
with the business in that case and others, they should 
hold, in considering the question at issue, that he had 
been negligent in not sceing that the business which 
the firm undertook to do was done. Partners and 
firms had repeatedly been held liable under such cir- 
cumstances. The firm had been guilty of neglect fur- 
ther in not having the estate discharged from the court 
when the incumbrances were cleared off. If that had 
been done, the interests of the owner would have been 
secured, and he could not be charged a second time. 
Nor was the purchaser altogether blameless in the mat- 
ter. Instead of lying by, as he had done, and resting 
assured of what was not a fact, he should have caused 
inquiry to be made as to whether the statement that the 
estate was free was correct. He could have found out 
the truth—the means were within his reach—and the 
real culprit being then in the country he could have 
been dealt with according to his deserts. But in no 
way could they establish the liability of the most inno- 
cent party of all—the owner. 

Messrs. Leahy, Q. C., Lawson, Q.C., and Chatterton, 

C., then addressed the court for their respective 
clients. 

Judge Hargreave said the case, which had been very 
ably argued at all sides, was of such importance to the 
parties and the public, and involved such serious prin- 
ciples, that he felt it his duty to take time to consider 
it before he would pronounce judgment.
